THEY HAD TNEIR OWN FLAG 


N O DOUBT MANY CANADIANS WHO 
saw the members of the Young Australia 
League on the march noted at least one moving fea¬ 
ture—they carried the flag of their country, and were 
naturally proud of it. 

It has been suggested, and It is to be hoped it 
will be possible, that a party of boys from Canada 
pay a return visit. ■ But they would not be in a posi¬ 
tion to carry a distinctive Canadian emblem with them. 

Surely it is high time for this Dominion, the 
Dominion next in importance and population to Great 
Britain, to put an end to a situation which puzzles 
the other parts of the Empire and invites embarrassing 
questions from foreigners. It will be well remembered 
that at the Olympic Games at Amsterdam last year 
our participants were not able to fly their own flag 
in honor of their fine triumphs. 

Australia. New' Zealand, South Africa and the 
Irish hree Stale have shown Canada the way: but 
all we jean use, under the circumstances, is what 
amounts to a borrow'ed emblem. True, the Cana¬ 
dian coat of arms appears in the red field, but that 
does not make it a Canadian flag. 

Any suggestion of removing the Union Jack from 
a design which would be distinctly Canadian, of 
course, would be strenuously opposed. Thai must 
and always will be the visible reminder of our Empire 
associations. Let it he accompanied, however, by a 
distinguishing symbol of this country.

U NTIL PREMIER BALDWIN HAS RE- 
tumed to London after his week-end medila- 1 
tions at Chequers the public will not know what his 
course of action will be. He is under no obligation 
to resign without meeting Parliament. He commands, 
so far, 232 seals, thirty-six less than the Labor Party, 
which gives him the second largest following. But 
if he should decide to face the House in a lest vote, 
he W'ould be dependent upon support either from 
Mr. MacDonald or Mr. Lloyd George. It is not 
conceivable that Labor would feel disposed to go 
to his assistance: nor would it avail him much unless 
he could be sure of practically all the support of 
the Liberals, of whom there will be at least fifty- 
three. TTiirty-seven. of course, would give him a 
majority of one over the present standing of the 
Laborites. 

The situation as far as the Conservative Parjy 
Is concerned is similar to that in which Mr. Mac¬ 
kenzie King found himself after the general elec¬ 
tion of 1925; with the difference, however, that the 
Canadian Prime Minister had little difficulty in 
enlisting the support of the Progressives, whose politi¬ 
cal views were largely in accord with his own. If 
Mr. Baldwin should go to the Liberals, both he and 
they would be in a peculiar position. I he Con¬ 
servative and Liberal Parties may not be as sharply 
divided as the Conservative and Labor Parties: but 
the division would appear to be sufficiently clear to 
discourage any hope of co-operation upon such a 
vital point as the life or death of a government. 
There is nothing Mr. Baldwin may offer Mr. Lloyd 
George that would be attractive enough to induce 
him virtually to swallow himself. If the Liberal 
leader did assist the Premier, it w'ould be merely 
to prevent Labor’s acquisition of power. But such 
a situation could last but a very short time. In the 
case of Mr. Mackenzie King, an early vole in the 
House of Commons indicated decisively that he would 
have little difficulty in carrying on with the support 
of the Progressives. ^ 

Another prospect is an arrangement betw'cen the 
Liberal and Labor Parties to defeat the Government, 
should the Prime Minister decide to face a test vole. 
During the election campaign, Mr. Lloyd George 
made it plain that he would not be a party to the 
putting in of a Labor Government. He made that 
statement, of course, fully expecting to do a great 
deal belter at the polls than he did. His failure 
to change his party’s representation in the House 
very materially may induce him to change his mind 
and his tactics. On the other hand, we do not 
know what Mr. MacDonald would be disposed to 
do with an offer from the Liberal Party. It is 
hardly to be expected that he would invite Mr. Lloyd 
George into a cabinet of his making: nor can we 
picture the Liberal leader accepting such an invitation. 

The question then persists, will Mr. Lloyd 
George be able to control his own party and keep 
its members loyal to himself? In that fifty-three, 
we are told, there are some with Conservative and 
some with Labor leanings, and that, under circum¬ 
stances such as now have developed, they would 
drift to left and right respectively. "Mr. MacDonald 
would require twenty to give him the necessary. 308 
seats and a majority over all. It seems hardlv likely 
that he would be able to attract so many: but the 
possibility is there. 

If Mr. Baldwin should decide to resign. Mr. 
MacDonald’s course would be considerably simoli- 
fied. Admittedly, he still would have to reckon 
with Mr. Lloyd George and most, or perhaps all. 
of his following: but he svould be able to steer a 
course in which, if it should remain true to its tra¬ 
ditions, he would have a reasonable chance of winning 
the Liberal Parly’s support. For instance, in fiscal 
matters he would be on pretty safe ground. Mr. 
Lloyd George w'ould hardly be inconsistent enough 
to defeat a government for proposing to abolish the 
McKenna duties—which the Labor Parly would 
promptly do—or to pul an end to the policy of 
“safeguarding.” Nor would there be any difficulty 
in ranging the Liberals behind new proposals in the 
cause of peace.

“VENETIAN BLINDS’* IN’ 
riPE ORGANS 

Vfhat is known as the Venetian 
swell wss invented for the harpsichord 
an ancestor of the present-day piano- 
ferte. In 1767 this contrivance was 
adapted to the organ by an English 
organ builder named Samuel Green 
This was made up of several shutters 
In the form of a Venetian blind and 
v.'ss opsrated by a foot pedal. Pre¬ 
vious to this invention slider shutters 
W(re xised. but the Venetian blind gave 
greater aatlafactlon In its better qual¬ 
ity of swelling sound. The same 
builder also conceived the idea of 
using horizontal bellows instead of the 
oiagonal type. This gave a more 
steady supply of air. Since these early 
days greater Improvements in organ 
building have been made. The organ 
to be bxillt in the new Christ Church 
Cathedral will have all these modem 
Improveiweixta .with the view of the 
finest tonal quality.

FIRM ANXIOUS 
TO GIVE WORK 

In Address to Automotive 
Society President Says Lay¬ 
ing Off Men Is Hard Job 

TO bring about the stabilization of 
production so as to insure steady year-' 
round employment In the automobile 
factories. Is the Ideal sought by Joseph 
B. Graham, president of the Graham- 
Paige Motors Corporation. It was re¬ 
vealed in an address before the Detroit 
section of the Society of Automotive 
Engineer.'^, at Its annual dinner. 

"The job that always has been 
I hardest for me to do." he said. "Is to 
lay off any of my men because of the 
seasonal vartatlons In demand and 
production, and I hope the time will 
come when this will no longer be 
Dtceasary." 

Mr. Graham's address was. In short, 
a plea to the men who design aut^o- 
mobiles that they keep In mind the 
welfare of the men who build them, 
to safeguard the workers from Irregu¬ 
larity of employment. 


Mr. Graham's address. In part, was 
as follows: 

**A favorite expression of my brother 
Robert s Is that 'we progresa only 
through change,’ and 1 don’t think 
there is a man here who could contra¬ 
dict the statement that the automo¬ 
tive engineers have brought about 
some changes In the last few years. 

Ht MAN ELEMENT 

"I wonder if we consider sufficiently 
the human element In tbe factory in 
the making of these changes in our 
cars. No matter how well you engi¬ 
neer a job. competent men are needed 
along the assembly line and elsewhere 
in the making of the product. In the 
production of a dependable automo¬ 
bile. to Insure a steady job for these 
men Is of the utmost importance. The 
one thing about the automobile busi¬ 
ness that differs from our other ex- 
, perlences. Is the tremendous effort. 

I thst we have to make over a period 
1 of a few months In the year. 1 won- 
! der whether, In this Industry, which 
now Is the greatest, I understand, in 
the world, we appreciate the curVe of 
employed and unemployed In our fac¬ 
tories. 

"I have a deep feeling for these men. 
and the job that always has been 
hardest for me to do Is to lay off any 
of my men because of tbe seasonal 
variations In demand and production, 
and 1 hope the time will come when 
this will no longer be necessary. 

"Our company is not ambitious to be 
; one of the largest concerns manufac- 
I turlng automobiles—the greatest satis¬ 
faction we could desire would come 
j from giving all our men a steady job 


through all tbe seasons cf the year. '

dermen in ^ew York fand you know 
the responsibility that these officers 
have).

Tire pressure maintained weekly as 
advised by the car builder will Insure 
longer life for the tires and constant 
ease in riding. Punctures will be less 
possible when the tires run xmder their 
stipulated pressures. 

If a tire is inflated by guesswork, 
most likely than not they will be filled 
with more air than Is needed. These 
balloon tires are deceiving and a kick 
of the foot cannot tell whether they 
are properly inflated. If they have too 
much pressure In them, their thin 
walls are quite liable to puncture and 
blow out when they happen to strike 
a sharp stone or curb. 

If the tires are underinflated they 
wUl make steering difficult, result in 
shimmy at high speeds and thxis en¬ 
danger the occupants of the car, espe¬ 
cially If the road Is wet. 

The wheels should be checked regu¬ 
larly for alignment, not only for the | 
safety of the occupanta but for the 
economy gained from properly aligned 
wheels. Misaligned wheel* cause undue 
wear In the tires and are especially 
hard on the bearings. They result from 
loosening at the hub and that means 1 
loosening of the wheel bearings. I 

The wheels therefore should be 
tightened up and aligned regularly to 
prevent wobbling and perhaps eventu¬ 
ally a crack or break In the axle.

Counteracting Sea Perils; Wireless Tram Experiment

Everyone knows Its therapeutic value ns ‘•arti¬ 
ficial sunlight." for the King was so tseated dur¬ 
ing his Illness. What may not be so commonly 
known is that the same rays are in use in leather 
factories abroad in the process of hardening pat¬ 
ent leather, in the textile, paint and varnish In¬ 
dustries at home for testing the fastnesi of colors, 
and in many branches of trade and business. Dr. 

A. P. Laurie has drawn attention to the possibili¬ 
ties of ultra-violet rays for detecting forgeries 
and restorations In pictures. Business houses al¬ 
ready have applied the rays as tests of the genu¬ 
ineness of precious stones, pearls, documents and 
banknotes. 

The procedure Is extremely simple and most 
mysterious to watch. A quartz lamp is enclosed 
in a light-tight chamber with an outlet provided 
with filters that pas.-^ only the Invisible ultra¬ 
violet rays. An object placed in the observation 
cabinet Immediately glows with fluorescence that 
varies according to the constituent materials. An 
erased signature, for example, at once becomes 
visible, along with any repairs or signs of tamper¬ 
ing. A Qenuan bank has equipped all its 
branches with this apparatus. One of the largest 
dealers in postage stumps in London uses a 

S uartz lamp on the counter to test specimens. 

Itra-vlolet rays have been known for over 100 
years, but It Is evident "that only the fringe of 
their usefulness has been touc|rcd.

Television, like the cinema, 
depended upon the phenomenon known as per¬ 
sistence of vision—the power of the eye to retain 
for aome considerable time an impression of some¬ 
thing seen. 

John L. Baird, a Scotsman, was the first man 
In the world to demonstrate television, and was 
to-day stUl pre-eminent over rivals In all coun¬ 
tries. Mr. Baird started with a "Heath Robinson" 
set of apparatus. buUt from old biscuit tins, bulbs 
and lenses and bicycle sprockets—and it worked! 
Because the Image to be sent had been compared 
with a newspaper block and lU mtlUons of dote 
many distinguished people had said that it was 
Impossible to transmit the millions of dots per 
second. But television had been demonstrated. 
The apparatus was such that it was not possible 
to produce more than the head and shoulders of 
a human being, but that was a beginning, and it 
was being done very well to-day. 

HOW SCIENCE AIDS SAILORS 


Oris Nez. Bt. Catherine’s, South Foreland and The 
Lizard, but the great cost for a long time pre¬ 
cluded its general application. Recent improve¬ 
ments and inventlona, however, had made that 
more practicable, and the system had been revo¬ 
lutionised.

exist In the British Empire. This is the 
statement of Robert M. Macdonald, the well- 
known explorer. At present the Belgian Congo 
and the dcseru of Utah and Colorado are the chief 
sources of the world’s supply. The oost to-day 
of radium is something like £ 10.000 per gramme,’ 
having fallen from £40,000 since the Congo dis¬ 
coveries were made., Mr. Macdonald believes tbeiw 
Is enough radium within the Empire to bring the 
cost down to a comparatively low figure, end so 
bring the radium treatment for cancer within the 
reach of all. 


THE LATEST INVENTIONS 


RIDDING THE AIR OF BACTERIA 


rpHE poaslbility of wireless transmission of power 
to moving tramcars is under investigation at 
the University of Birmingham. The power from 
the fine to the car la the system proimsed is not 
through the usual mechanloal connection, but is 
to be transmitted across the short intervening 
space by high frequency waves. In the experi¬ 
ments. a Poulsen arc Is used, giving In the circuit 
20,000 cycles' per second, and the received power 
is converted by means of mercury arc rectifier, 
which will, in actual use, be protected from the 
vibrations and Jars of the running. The efficiency 
determined was sufficiently high, and the work Is 
to be carried further. 

A process of producing moving pictures In 
color, employing the small cinema cameras and 
projectors used by amateurs, and requiring tittle 
additional equipment, has been developed by a 
Rochester, N.Y . company, and has been placed 
on the market. The only additions to the stan¬ 
dard Instruments are a three-color screen, which 
slips over the front lens, and a compensating lens 
Inserted in front bf the film. The fine constitu¬ 
tion of the film renders It-impossible to produce 
copies from it, as with monochrome photographs, 
end so each film la unique. To make the most of 
the iigiit available, a silvered screen is used, 
which results in plcturea of excellent brilliancy. 

The pictures shown at demonstrations were 
evidently of goo^ quality as regards reproduction 
of color tone, and they were without any percept¬ 
ible color overlap. 

Interesting projectile photographs were to be 
seen at the exhibition held by the Royal Photo¬ 
graphic Society.

jrford. the world-famous stu¬ 
dent of what Is knwn as radio activity, has been 
made chairman of a committee under the Minis¬ 
try of Health, which will make geological and other 
Inquiries In the hope of finding radio-active ores. 
There rieed be no doubt as to the radium quest 
being successful if search Is made In the proper 
places, for uranium oxide and other pitchblende 
ores, from which polenium and radium can bo 
extracted, exist In several parts of Australia in 
greater profuslcui than Is known even In the 
Congo. 

In a scarcely prospected stretch of country be¬ 
tween Broken Hill and the Flinders Range In 
South Australia the ores of autonlte and carnotlte 
He throughout wide areas, being nearly twice as 
rich In radium as those found In America. Near 
Pllbara too, in the northwest of West Australia, 
reefs of ores showing radio-activity have been 
known to those prospecting for copper and gold 
for many years. But they deemed the unknown 
copper gozzam-ilke material of no value! In that 
part of the world known as the Yllgarn gold¬ 
fields. situated between Perth and Kalgoorlle, In 
West Australia, vast formations carrying uranium 
oxide and other forms of pitchblende are known 
to exist. 


A REMARKABLE navigation instrument Is a new 
Admiralty echo sounder, whereby ships can 
take soundings every few seconds without reduc¬ 
ing speed. 'This Is yin example of a wartime device 
adapted for peaceful purposes. Tlie principle is 
that of the hydrophone used In war to detect 
submarines by listening for the noise of the en¬ 
gines and propellers. An electric magnetic ham¬ 
mer fixed to a ship's side below the waterline 
strikes at fixed intervals. The sound Is echoed 
back from the bed of the sea and the depth U 
automatically calculated from the time between 
the original hammer blow and the echo heard In 
the hydrophone. Several countries have experi¬ 
mented with this device, but the Brttlsh Admir¬ 
alty has evolved the most satisfactory apparatus. 

Echo sounders are being made as fast as pos¬ 
sible. but it wiU be t’ears before the demand is 
ssatlsfied. Survey ships and cable-laying vessels 
have first call on the output. Trawlers will be 
equipped soon because they need to know fre¬ 
quently the depth of the water while trawling. 
In course of time no doubt every sh^) that uses 
a sounding machine will have the new apparatus. 
The old sounding machine had not entirely re¬ 
placed the leadsman. Approaching a difficult port 
or navigating a river estuary the musical chant 
of the leadsman calling out the soundings is a 
familiar and monotonous accompaniment. 


TELEVISION \V0ND>:RS DESCRIBED 


“W® probably on the thresliold of great ad- 
^ vances In the conquest by science of the 
perils of the sea,’’ declared Capt. sir Arthur 
Clarke, Elder Brother of Trinity House, speaking 
the other day. qbout lighthouses to the Royal So¬ 
ciety of Arts, London. There are. Sir Arthur said, 
ninety lighthouses, alxty light vessels. 600 buoys, 
and sixty-four beacons round our coasts. The 
cost of upkeep, about £1.000.000. is paid in light 
dues by ships of all nationalities using British 
ports. Sir Arthur contrasted the lighting of 
Smeston's Eddystone of twenty-six-candle-power 
in 1758 with the Eddystone of to-day with an in¬ 
tensity of about 300.000 candle-power provided by 
incandescent petroleum.

HOSPITAL TRAGEDY DEPICTS THE NEXT WAR’S HORRORS 

**• ... 

Poison Gas Disaster At Dr. Crile’s Famous Clinic Shows How Enemy Air Fleet C 

Deat^ On Whole Cities By Dropping Deadly Gas Bombs From Aloft 

WHAT POISON GAS DID 


W HILE 200 fighting aeroplanes 
and other large military units 
were assembled in central Ohio 
to show how efficient the next war 
would be. an unlooked-for accident In 
Cleveland’s most famous medical In¬ 
stitution was showing, in an unfor¬ 
gettable way, how horrible that war 
would be. 


' No one noticed it at first. Then, al 
It spread through the streets, mys¬ 
terious death began to strike. People 
toppled over as they walked along the 
sidewalks. Livestock in nearby field* 
fell dead cropping the grass. The 
neighborhood of the place where the 
gas had been stored became a zone ot 
death. 


cause, touched them off. They flared 
up in a shattering explosion—and 
then, on the heels of tl^ explosion, 
the chemicals of which the fUm» were 
made united to form a poisonous gas 
as deadly as the gas that bombing 
planes would drop. 

The gas filled the building. One 
hundred and twenty people—perhaps 
one or two more, perhaps one or two 
less—died In a few minutes. The gas 
overtook them, cornered them, struck 
them down before they knew what 
was happening to them. 

One building ... a small amount 
of gas ... 120 people— 

Two hundred aeroplanes . . , half 
a dozen bombs to a plane . , • a 
whole city— 

Anyone who studies these two 
things together-—the aerial demonstra¬ 
tion by the army flyers, and the 
catastrophe In the Cleveland Clinic- 
can get a pretty good Idea of what 
the next war will be like. 


The aeroplanes showed how quickly 
and easily a flying fleet could rain 
bombs ou a defenceless city. 

The accident in the Cleveland Clinic, 
where poison gas killed 120 men and 
women, show'ed what would happen 
after the bombs got down. 

Down at the flying fields the spec¬ 
tacular, heroic side of the new war¬ 
fare was on exhibition. Circling planes 
high In the air. great formations of 
quick flying machines that roared up 
from the broad fields In thrilling, 
breath-taking array, ponderous bomb¬ 
ers that became alive and graceful 
w'hen outlined against the sky . . . this 
was the sort al thing the army put 
on view. 


The nitrous gas that filled th* 
Cleveland Clinic Is not as deadly as 
phosgene. Phosgene Is not as deadly 
as the gasses now used by the chemi¬ 
cal warfare units of the various na¬ 
tions. The whirring aeroplanes In 
southwestern Ohio, and the gas-filled 
clinic building in Cleveland, give only 
a hint of V7hat to expect in the next 
war. 


Then, eleven years later, the poison 
gas struck at him again. 


The institution that Dr. Crile 
founded after the war—the institu¬ 
tion that ranked with the famous 
Mayo Brothers' Hospital in Rochester. 
Minn., as a place of healing, the In¬ 
stitution where science had left off 
making poison gas and had devoted 
lU energies to devising elaborate and 
complicated methods of saving lives— 
became a death trap filled with the 
fUmy yellow vapor that w’as such a 
curious, perverted offshoot of man's 
best efforts to ward off death.

HIGH IN THE AIR 


'pvR. CHILE founded the Clinic In 
^ 1921. in association with Dr. 
William E. Lower. Dr. John Phillips 
I and the late Dr. F. £. Bunts. He had 
not been back from France a great 
While. The Clinic was brought as 
close to perfection as a hospital can 
be brought. Prom all over the world 
people came to be treated. From all 
over the world doctors came to study 
I .Dr. Crile and his associates pledged 
themselves to give, each, one-fourth 
' of his annusl Income to Its support. 

The Idea had been born during the 
w'ar. Or. Crile devoted his life to It. 
Perhaps It was a good anodyne for the 
things that an army surgeon had to 
see and do In France. It was a digni¬ 
fied. restful place. Patients waited In 
a hlgh-celllnged reception room. Doc¬ 
tors quietly came and went, making 
examinations and diagnoses, keeping 
human bodies alive and well In ways 
that most surgeons cannot use. 

Then, on a bright spring day came 
a fire, an explosion . . . and the 
creeping, deadly yellow gas that turned 
the great white brlck-and-tlle build¬ 
ing into precisely the same kind of 
death trap that German gas shells 
made of the horror-infested vales and 
thickets of a French forest.

time. If he cheeb his grips and decides to 
walk he is liable to be bewildered. If his 
footsteps lead him along Cordova Street the 
contrast from the handsome depot he has just 
left and the junk stores, old clothes stores, cheap 
rooming houses and other suggestions of a sordid 
side, vsill quickly give him another view of 
Vancouver. He can get a little bit of Lngland 
on the Pacific or a little bit of China in the 
west. 

X^ictoria coined the slogan a little bit of 
England on the Pacific," built up probably on 
scenery similar to that of Sussex, an unusually 
larg^ proportion of English population and one 
or two stores run on English lines. Vancouver 
’might use the same slogan, varying it perhaps, 
"A Petticoat Lane on the other side of the 
Atlantic"—Main Street or Cordova Street 
could fight for the distinction. Cordova Street, 
with its stores devoted to old clothes, mouth 
organs, banjos, mandolines, cheap jewelry and 
all the other articles which find their way to 
stores of this nature, would probably win. It 
is another striking instance of the incongruities 
of V'ancouver. Within a block or two of these 
stores where Brummagelt’s brightest brass is pur¬ 
veyed as jewelry you will find a wonderful 
store like Birks, the equal of the Diamond 
Palace of San Francisco, or any of New 
York’s finest stores catering to the many million¬ 
aires of that city.

Although it is composed of junk store after junk 
store—surely no other city in Canada has such 
a remarkable junk row—it should be pointed 
out that the business of handling junk is a real 
business. It is of sufficient importance to have 
once been made the subject of an informative 
article in the Saturday Evening Post which was 
full of surprising information on the efficiency 
and importance of the junk business, and any¬ 
one who before had held junk dealers in con¬ 
tempt was made to realize that they are an im¬ 
portant factor in commerce. From the junking 


of a battleship to an old typewriter it is evi¬ 


dently an art. It leaves one gazing at his type¬ 
writer and wondering if it will ever be a battle¬

T he Sooke comprises In lU course as varied 
river scenery as one could find In an equal 
length. Unfortunately the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railway misses the lower reaches 
where it widens out and passes through 
broad meadows studded with spruce and maple 
or flows between densely-wooded banks. But for 
miles the railway follows It closely through what 
is undoubtedly the wildest portion of Its channel. 
Where It Is first seen from the windows of the car 
there rise behind U on the west lofty hills of vol¬ 
canic rock, one stands out from the high ridge 
behind: lower but rendered conspicuous by the 
precipitous wall of bedded rock It presents to the 
traveler up the valley. On the barren sides few 
trees grow, on the steepest none. In contrast to 
th© brown hillsides ar© the rocks of the river 
bottom, a bluish gray in color. 


I wonder If the late Peter John Leech, whose j 
name is borne by river and valley of gold fame, 
ever associated the natural phenomenon of Leech- , 
town with that historic site in Ireland, little more 
than thirty miles south of his native Dublin. 
There in the county of Wicklow lies the Vale of 
Avoca. the Place of the Mooting of the Waters, of 
which Moore has sung: 

• There \t not m the wide world a vslley to tweet 
At thbt vale Iti whose bosom the bntht waters meet.” 

Different indeed from Avonmore and Avonbeg. 
the "great” and the "llttlo waters." with their 
pastoral surroundings and their assocIatlonH cf 
thousands of years, the rivers that meet at 
Leechtown have none the less their charma. Mr. 
John Cragg. "mayor’’ of that shadow of a brief 
but vivid past, has aptly expressed something of 
It thus: 

• Underneath ilie giant trees. 

Fanned and cooled by sentte breeze. 

The seiUler Suukc and bolatvroua Leech 
The qiUet Pool together reach " 

There Is. too. W'olf Creek, a smaller but decid¬ 
edly plcturesc{Ue stream. Crossing the Sooke by 
the long, quaint bridge of fallen trees that reflects 
Mr. Cragg’s sense of the picturesque and his in¬ 
genuity. a short ascent brings us to the bench 
where the old mining town was situated and 
where the Memorial In front of the ruins of the 
Gold Commissioner's house stands between Its 
flanking apple tress. They were both rich m pink 
and white blossom the other day. Others have 
told again and acraln the story of Le:*chiown’5 
palmy days. Let us look at Its physical position. 
We are in tlv* great trough that extends from Lost 
Creek on the West Coast to Colwood seafront De¬ 
veloped along the fault between the l^ech River 
elates and the Metchosln volcanlcs with Its re¬ 
sulting weakness of structure, the bottom of the 
valley is not level nor does It possess a uniform

Steadily up we.go. The moisture-loving plant's I 
have disappeared and the soil la dry and light. | 
The timber *s sparse and small, and the aalal 
forms a short thick covering. In the showers of 
rain this thicket becomes increasingly wetting, 
for salal has wonderful power of retaining and 
giving forth moisture. Soon our legs are wet from 
the knees down, afld as we rise to where a higher 
growth la mingled with young hemlock of a six 
ta ten foot stature we are soaked thoroughly to 
the hips. In fact wo enjoy almost every species 
of bath, foot. hip. shower, to say nothing of a 
kind of Tvirklsh on some of the steeper and longer 
slopes. The water "squishes" in our boou, al' 
though the ground below Is scarcely vrti. ao light 
are the showers. The Umber Is largely hemlock 
and mountain white pine. The trail runs several 
hundred feet above the bed of the stream, but 
even then It does not avoid wholly the aharply- 
ciit valleys In which the wimer rains come 
tumbling down from the crest above. But there 
Is ilttle water in them now. only damp and slip¬ 
pery atones. Along the whole of this trail not a 
flower Is to be seen, except an occasional yellow 
violet, trllllum, or lady’s slipper, but of the latter 
two species t do not think we saw half a dozen all 
the way.’ True, we saw little but the trail at our 
feet, end precious little of that. In many yards 
consecutively we could but feel our way with our 
feet through the dense thicket. If is remarkable 
how tbe feet learn in this way to detect the hidden 
path, but It does not wholly free the eyet, for 
fallen loge. branches, stones and what not He -In 
watt for the unwary. At last we come out at the 
point where the Booke Lake trail branches off to 
the right. There by a tree stands a pair of skis, 
speaking volumes of the depth of the winter snow. 
An old cabin that used to stand by the trail seems 


chanced upon us In the next few hours we ahould 
have been Immortalized in novel guise. 1 am sure 
that those who emphasize the mind’s creative 
share In our experiences would have seen their 
opinions confirmed If they had known how no 
mutton chops ever tasted sweeter than those that 
J.TB. skilfully broiled for supper, and I am suro 
that ray favorite tobacco never tested ao sweet 
as It did while I toasted alternate and consecutive 
sides by that centre of comforting heat. By bed¬ 
time everything was dry as a board and we our- 
eelves In a state of pleasurable tiredness and 
sleepy warmth. That night not even the activi¬ 
ties of the cabin mouse, who nibbled a bole in the 
oatmeal sack, disturbed our slumbers. But at 0 
I heard a sound at the door. In the first moment 
of awakening I thought of a passing bear making 
a neighborly call. Jumping from bed I answered 
the door. There stood our companions of the day 
before. The trail had proved too bad. and so 
making a camp fire they had spent the night In 
the open. And even they had had. I am sure, 
their compensations, for Nature is liberally dis¬ 
posed to wanderers in the woods. Personally the 
cabin was quite the limit of my expectation that 
night. 

For the fishing of Trout Lake we offered them 
the consolations of Survey Mountain. They had 
seen a little way back that name on a tree, and 
we decided that our friends of the forestry de¬ 
partment had a hand In It and that we should 
find substantial guidance. For although we knew 
by the map that we were below the slopes of the 
mountain, not a stgp of anything but the lower 
hillside by the river could we sec. The outcome 
la yet to be told. 


80 pack on bark we start up the main valley 
of the Leech, “we" being my friend, J. T. Barnes, 
and myself. The open bench-land on which the 
remains of Leechtown stand Is bordered by the 
sleep hlllsfde that slopes upward to the next 
bench. A forest of aged fir with the dark trunks 
still further darkened by the hand of fire suc¬ 
ceeds, and soon we are passing by rich moist 
banks where ferns grow luxuriously, shield, 
maidenhair, lady and deer.

Juvenlila. music, language 
study, morsli. poetry, psychology, physiology, 
physics, rsllglon. relativity, sociology, sport, science 
In lu manifold branches, travel and exploration 
and many others.

have been Oolng for thr^ years. 

"It is clear that book clubs are filling a genuine 
economic need of a part m the book-reading pub¬ 
lic, Which is not being filled in any other way. 

"Actually, onc-thlrd of our people—36,060 
every month—take one of the many alternate 
books our Judges recommend, or none at all; and 
most of them subscribe, in fact, chiefly because 
otir system of advance reporta allows them to 
exercise a really informed dlecrlminatlen In the 
choice of books, instead of relying upon hereeay 
and advertising.

off. Though popularly known as ’‘canaries" they 
are very little like those well-known songsters 
apart from the color. The warblers have a trim 
neatness about them such as the wren has and 
the finches do not usually possess. Then the bill 
Is quite unlike in its proportions the thick conical 
one the canary and all the other finches have. 
In fact the bills tell the tale of their feeding 
habits. The finch needs a strong broad-based 
Implement, a kind of nutcracker, for the seeds he 
loves, while a more delicate one meets the re¬ 
quirements of the Insectivorous warblers. 

And what keeps the yellow warblers always 
moving In the plum-tree is their search for In¬ 
sects. All day long from early morning till eve¬ 
ning at frequent Intervals, often scarcely a pause 
beta'een. the soft song of the male rises from the 
branches of the pliun or its neighbors or from 
the high garden fence. Not much of a song. It Is 
true. Judged by skylark and nightingale' standards, 
but singularly attractive. It sounds like a sweet 


*‘sis-sl8-8ls-Bls-8ls," the syllables run together 
quickly. It Is a friendly song 1 take leave to 
think, because the little singer shows himself to 
be a friendly bird. He dellghU to ruffle his fea¬ 
thers in the spray and Is not frightened away 
when I turn Us finest rain upon him. The other 
day as I was at work In the garden he came and 
straddled the trunk of a cherry tree a few feet 
away and looked at me In the cutest manner pos¬ 
sible. In fact he Is a frank, manly fellow who 
will sing for you without hesitation.

ample. 1 have growing In a pot a plant of Mer- 
tens» saxifrage.^ I obtained it from a rock in the 
bed of Leech river a few years ago. it struggled 
hard for life at first, but the last two or three 
years It has flourished exceedingly. The leaves 
are smooth and glossy and rather thick In texture, 
round in outline but turning Inwards at the 
lower end like those of a geranium. They have 
about a dozen sharply cut. broad teeth or shallow 
lobes which in turn are toothed, as a rule In 
threes. The stem rises In my specimen thirteen 
Inches above the basal leaves and is thickly cov¬ 
ered with glandulsr hairs. The Inflorescence is a 
panicle: that Js to say. the side branches of the 
stem are again branched. These second branches 
or pedicels bear each a single flower at the end. 
It has pure white petals and very pretty stamens, 
for their filaments are as white as the petals and 
broadening towards the upper end they carry on 
the summit bright scarlet anthers. Each side 
branch bears four pedicels and so four of these 
white and scarlet flowers. But the most singular 


thing, and! the one that constitutes the plant's 
peculiarity* or that of Its species. Is that In the 
forks of the pedicels and even at Intervals upon 
the pedicels themselves are tiny "bulblets," some¬ 
times single, but generally In clusters of half a 
dozen or so. *rhey are embryo plants, furnished 
with a small supply of food and already with a 
tiny green leaf, almost microscopical In proi>or- 
tlons Indeed, appearing at the apex of each bulb- 
let. They correspond to similar buds that appear 
on some lilies, and on certain kinds of ferns, end 
their purpose is no doubt similar. For in some 
Instances at least these vegetatively-produced 
plants flower and seed much sooner than those 
from seeds, and It would seem therefore that the 
bulblets not only constitute an alternative mode 
of reproduction but also a more rapid one. Whe¬ 
ther that Is so or not I think It is demonstrable 
that the bulblet enables the multiplication of the 
life of the species to go on when conditions do 


pot favor the production of seed. Mertens' saxl* 
frage lives on rocks In moist situations, generally 
In the mountains or along streams rising in them. 
In some summers the lack of sufficient hours of 
sunshine may militate against Insect visitors and 
pollination may be lacking. But although seed 
may fall a new generation is provided for. and 
by-and-by the little plantlets drop from the par¬ 
ent and start their Individual life. A similar 
thing happens In Bongard's saxifrage, found In 
the Sooke Hills. But I notice that while some, 
years I have had plwts of it abundantly fur¬ 
nished with bulblets none of those I have this 
year have any. Apparently these are the only 
two of our saxifrages to indulge In this peculiarity 
of a double generation. ‘Tolmeia menzlesil. not » 
saxifrage but of that family, however, produces at 
times young plants at the point where the leaf 
meets the leaf-stalk or petiole. And the little 
pink or white small-flowered fringe-cup of the 
early spring fo;-m8 bulblets at times among Its 
flowers.
